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River Bottom Roads a Main Concern Discussed at First Fiscal Court Meeting of the New Year

The Carlisle County Fiscal 
Court held the first meeting 
of 2012 on January 3, 2012. 
The previous meeting’s min¬ 
utes were approved and 
Wayne Floyd wrapped up his 
ambulance report for 2011. 

In December, Floyd re¬ 
ported that the ambulance 
service had 42 advanced life 
support runs and 69 basic life 
support runs for a total of 111 
for the month of December. 
The ambulance service also 
conducted 28 assists to 
county residents. For the 
year, the ambulance service 
had a record year in runs and 
money collected, as the serv¬ 
ice took in nearly $235,000 
in Medicare and other funds 
in 2011. 

In the DES/Solid Waste Re¬ 
port Missy Rowland reported 
that her department received 
complaints against CWI 
trash removal company con¬ 
cerning trucks that were car¬ 


rying so much trash that bags 
and other litter was falling 
out of the vehicle. Carlisle 
County Sheriff Steve Perry 
told the fiscal court that he 
too has received complaints 
and notified CWI. Perry said 
that he told CWI that if the 
problem is not resolved soon 
fines and citations will soon 
follow. 

Rowland also reported that 
the new recycling dumpsters 
are being used, and used at a 
tremendous rate. Rowland 
was pleased with its kick-off 
thus far, and said that she is 
actively pursuing grant 
money to receive more 
dumpsters for each commu¬ 
nity and possibly replace the 
one that is at the grounds for 
the old Carlisle County 
Courthouse. The portable 
dumpster is currently in Mill- 
bum and will make a stop in 
Arlington soon. 

In the jail report, Carlisle 
County Jailer Ronny Owens 
reported that there were three 


inmates in the Hickman 
County Correctional Facility 
and five inmates in the Bal¬ 
lard County Detention Cen¬ 
ter. 

In the road department re¬ 
port Road Department Su¬ 
pervisor Jerry Bowman 
reported that the ground was 
finally drying up a little bit to 
get some work accomplished 
on culverts and roads that 
have been stmggling against 
recent flood waters. 

The fiscal court next ap¬ 
proved constmction of a new 
concrete bridge on CR 1002. 
The cost of the bridge’s con¬ 
struction will come in at 
around $194,000, and the 
county will be reimbursed by 
FEMA. 

Magistrates Sonny Pearson 
and Burley Mathis both ex¬ 
pressed concern about roads 
in the bottoms that go to Fish 
Lake. Multiple times sand 
has been cleared away from 
bridges and roads, but every 
time it rains the sand comes 


back and inundates the roads 
and bridges. “We will end up 
losing those roads in the bot¬ 
toms,” Milburn/ Arlington 
Magistrate Sonny Pearson 
said. 

Carlisle County Judge Ex¬ 
ecutive Greg Terry said that 
he and the county road de¬ 
partment were fully aware of 
the situation and will be 
meeting with the Army Corp 
of Engineers and will be ac¬ 
tively seeking out a solution. 
Terry said that the clear cut¬ 
ting of trees in the area and 
the explosion at the Birds 
Point Levee in New Madrid 
have had an effect on the 
stream systems in the bot¬ 
toms area, and the influx of 
sand has rearranged the way 
water flows and carries sedi¬ 
ment into the bottoms. “This 
is a problem that will impact 
not only the people of 
Carlisle County, but the De¬ 
partment of Fish and Wildlife 
as well,” Terry said. 

In the Carlisle County Sher¬ 


iff’s report Carlisle County 
Sheriff Steve Perry reported 
that the new security guards 
were doing well and that two 
were going to be named as 
Captains of the security 
team. Sheriff Perry said that 
he will be going over proto¬ 
col and policies with the 
Captains. The December 
profits and losses report for 
the sheriff’s department was 
approved, and the budget for 
the New Year was approved 
as well. 

In the 911 report, 911 Di¬ 
rector Josh Glover reported 
that in 2011 the Carlisle 
County Dispatch Center han¬ 
dled 2,388 calls for service, 
up from 2,249 from 2010. 
71% of those calls were re¬ 
ceived from a wireless 
phone, which also is up 68% 
from 2010. In those 2,388 
calls in 2011, there were 
1,350 law enforcement calls, 
792 EMS calls, 187 fire calls, 
and 59 rescue calls. 

The Carlisle County Fiscal 


Court next approved the 
moving of the regularly 
scheduled December 17th 
meeting to the 24th at 6:00 
p.m. so that the Carlisle 
County 4-H can give a pres¬ 
entation on the flag that was 
displayed in the old court¬ 
house and moved to the new 
courthouse. 

Carlisle County Judge Ex¬ 
ecutive Greg Terry next an¬ 
nounced that a $100,000 plus 
generator that was acquired 
via grant funding, was in¬ 
stalled at the Carlisle County 
School System. The genera¬ 
tor will make it possible for 
the whole school to be pow¬ 
ered in the event of a black¬ 
out or long-term power 
outage. It will also give the 
county the opportunity to use 
the school as an emergency 
shelter in the event of a natu¬ 
ral disaster. With there being 
no further business, the Janu¬ 
ary 3, 2012, Fiscal Court 
meeting came to a close. 


New Communications Tower to Ease 
Current Communications Issues

For years Carlisle County 
emergency personnel have 
had issues with radio commu¬ 
nications in some areas of the 
county. In some situations 
emergency responders had to 
respond to an emergency 
using cell phone communica¬ 
tions instead of radio commu¬ 
nications, thus putting 
responders in dangerous situ¬ 
ations. 

The problem stemmed from 
the radio tower that the 
county housed their radio re¬ 
peaters on. In the old radio re¬ 
peater set up the radio tower 
was set at an elevation of 369 
feet and at a height of 160 ft. 
This elevation and tower 
height made reception in 
some places in the county im¬ 
possible. 

Under the new setup behind 
the Bardwell Fire Depart¬ 


ment, the tower will be set at 
an elevation of 508 feet with a 
tower height of 300 feet. This 
will easily enable the county 
to have full communications 
in any emergency situation 
using handheld radios, as the 
radios will be transferred 
from simplex to duplex ra¬ 
dios. There will also be places 
on the tower available for 
other agencies, such as the 
Kentucky State Police, AT&T 
and others to place their serv¬ 
ices on the tower. Tower loca¬ 
tions for other agencies will 
be set at tower heights of 260- 
280 feet. 

On Tuesday, ARCO from 
Jonesboro, Arkansas, was at 
the tower site climbing the 
tower and assembling the 
tower and setting up the com¬ 
munication lines. 50 feet of 
the tower was completed, 
with another 120 feet to be 
completed during the day on 
Tuesday. The tower construc¬ 
tion is slated to be completed 
by Monday of next week. 

Carlisle County 911 Direc¬ 
tor Josh Glover, who has been 
the coordinator of this effort, 
told the Carlisle Weekly that 
a building to hold communi¬ 
cations devices will be built 
with a sealed in concrete roof 
to ensure that moisture and 
dust does not interfere with 
the essential equipment that 
will be housed in the building 
to run the communications of 
the county. As for the old 
tower that will be sold, along 
with the old consoles that 
were used with the older 
communications towers. 



State Snow and Ice Crews ( ready to go ’ 
Transportation Cabinet Resources 
Well-Stocked and Prepared

FRANKFORT, Ky. (Dec. 
19, 2011) -Kentucky Trans¬ 
portation Cabinet (KYTC) 
maintenance crews are pre¬ 
pared to combat snow-cov¬ 
ered and icy roads whenever 
they occur. 

Nearly 2,000 KYTC em¬ 
ployees are standing by to 
treat and clear more than 
60,000 lane miles of roads. 

“The safety of Kentucky’s 
roadways is the focal point 
of our maintenance program 
this time of year,” Trans¬ 
portation Cabinet Secretary 
Mike Hancock said. “Our 
snow and ice teams are on 
the job and ready to go even 
before winter weather hits. 
I’m proud of their profes¬ 
sionalism and dedication to 
service.” 

The Division of Mainte¬ 
nance of the Department of 
Highways outfits approxi¬ 
mately 1,000 trucks with 
front-end blades and salt 
spreading equipment. In ad¬ 
dition, 375 snow removal 
contractors are available to 
assist when needed. 


When wintry weather 
is forecasted, KYTC 
crews begin applying 
brine or calcium chlo¬ 
ride solutions to prevent 
ice buildup on the roads 
and facilitate plowing. 
Crews currently have on 
hand some 1 million 
gallons of brine and 
900,000 gallons of cal¬ 
cium chloride solution. 
Crews also have nearly 
300,000 tons of salt on hand. 
Last winter they used 
501,000 tons of salt - a 
record for the cabinet. 

“We stockpile enough salt 
to get through what we an¬ 
ticipate to be a normal win¬ 
ter,” Division of 
Maintenance Director 
Nancy Albright said. “If we 
need additional salt, we’ll 
either purchase it from our 
contracted salt vendors or 
from other vendors when we 
can’t buy it from our current 
contract.” 

Albright added: “Our 
equipment and materials are 
prepared and our mainte¬ 
nance teams have completed 
their training - so we’re 
ready to go.” 

Albright also said motorists 
who encounter snow re¬ 
moval crews at work need to 
be patient and give snow 
plows a wide berth. Road¬ 
ways cannot be cleared in¬ 
stantly, she said. “It takes a 
little time,” she said, “and 
our trucks have to operate at 
safe speeds.”

Santa wasn’t the only one who 
came to town during the 
Christmas season, as Robbie 
and Lisa Rudolph visited four 
schools to give over 970 books 
to students in grades K-4 dur¬ 
ing the third annual Rudolph's 
Readers Program. One of those 
schools included Carlisle 
County Elementary. 

In three years the Rudolph's 
have purchased and given 
away almost 3000 books to el¬ 
ementary students in the four 
school districts of Carlisle 
County, Fulton County, Hick¬ 
man County and Fulton Inde¬ 
pendent as part of the Four 
River's Scholarship Program. 
Rudolph told the students that 
reading was very important to 
them and explained to the stu¬ 
dents and parents that the pro¬ 
gram was just the beginning as 
he and Lisa will continue to 
work with the schools to help 
the students prepare for college 
and ultimately a successful ca¬ 
reer through improved reading 
skills, career fairs, career ex¬ 
ploration, dual credit classes, 
and scholarships for post-sec¬ 
ondary education. Robbie was 
inspired to start this program 
from his relationship with for¬ 
mer First Lady Glenna 


Fletcher’s “Read 
to Achieve Pro¬ 
gram”. 

The Rudolphs 
also sponsor an 
ACT preparation 
program. All four 
schools have par¬ 
ticipated in the 
ACT preparation 
program given to 
the juniors in each 
school by Dr. 
Bobbie Weatherly, 
a retired MSU 
professor. For the 
second year, Dr. 
Weatherly has met 
with the high 
school faculty of 
each school and 
gone over tips 
with teachers to be used in the 
classrooms to better prepare the 
students for taking the ACT. 
Dr. Weatherly is scheduled to 
return for the second training 
this year during the fourth 
week of January and again in 
February and will work with 
the students preparing them for 
the test in March. Robbie and 
Lisa purchased 180 BAR¬ 
RON'S ACT Preparation 
Books for all of the juniors. 

The Comet Academy at 
Carlisle County High School 
has 64 students taking 483 
hours of dual credit courses 
through the ATC, on campus at 
WKCTC, and on-line through 
MSU Racer Academy with stu¬ 
dents averaging six hours each. 

The Four River's Scholarship 
Program has awarded over 146 
scholarships to seniors in the 
last three years. These are 
awarded to students with need 
and who more than likely were 
not going to attend post sec¬ 
ondary. “No student will be de¬ 
nied post secondary because of 
money,” states Rudolph. Some 
of these students have finished 
their trainings and are now en¬ 
tering the workforce. The pro¬ 
gram has also sponsored young 


adults in a certified nursing 
program offered at the 
WKCTC Skilled Training Cen¬ 
ter and graduated twelve stu¬ 
dents from that program. 

Presently, there are 79 stu¬ 
dents who will receive scholar¬ 
ships this spring semester with 
25 of the 79 being second year 
participants. These students 
will receive over $115,500 in 
scholarship funding from the 
Four Rivers Scholarship pro¬ 
gram this year for a total of 
over $350,000 for the whole 
progam the past two and a half 
years. Thirty five students are 
in their second year of post sec¬ 
ondary training and their sec¬ 
ond year as scholarship 
recipients. 

Owen feels that the program 
continues to work due to the 
support of the foundation 
members, school board mem¬ 
bers, superintendents, supervi¬ 
sors, principals, counselors, 
and teachers. The program 
owes a debt of thanks to 
"Kenny Wilson, Casey Hender¬ 
son, Amy Boaz, Mindy Ames, 
Jay Simmons, Angel Thomp¬ 
son, Ellen Murphy and Tom 
Pyron for their continual work 
on this program. Their cooper¬ 
ation and concern for the stu¬ 
dents and their willingness to 
go above and beyond is keep¬ 
ing this program going full 
steam ahead. The foundation 
members are Chairman Jeff 
Campbell, Vice-Chair Brenda 
Mahan, Josh Bailey, Jay Sim¬ 
mons, Greg Curlin, Jeff 
Vaughn, and Marty Nichols. 
And of course, we cannot ex¬ 
press enough appreciation to 
Robbie and Lisa Rudolph for 
caring about the children in 
these schools and being willing 
to give of their time, dozens of 
visits to the schools and re¬ 
sources, to truly make a differ¬ 
ence. It's what the Christmas 
Spirit is all about."

The Day After 

By the time you read this 
you will have had your fes¬ 
tivities, opened your gifts, 
made your returns and put 
away most of the hustle and 
bustle of the occasion. Per¬ 
haps you have had a good 
time. Perhaps you have 
some memories you want to 
keep. Or maybe you have 
some you don’t want. Per¬ 
haps you’re disappointed, 
glad it’s over or even disillu¬ 
sioned with it all. Perhaps 
you have gained some view 
of the Christ you will keep 
forever. 

There were some men in a 
field one night going about 
business as usual. When a 
messenger from God sud¬ 
denly appeared and gave 
them the good news of the 
savior’s birth. This was es¬ 
pecially important to them 
because they had waited t- 
heir whole life for this news. 
The messenger told them to 
go and see. (Luke 2:8-20) 

I’m sure that a lot of you 
reading this have had a mes¬ 
senger tell you of the birth of 
Jesus. Many sermons have 
been delivered and His 
name has been sung and 
mentioned a multitude of 
times over the last few 
weeks, especially the past 
week. Often we turn our ears 
from hearing. Some because 
we’ve heard so much, some 
think it’s just the Christian 
thing to do, some don’t want 
to hear, but there are some 
that have been waiting their 
whole life to hear this good 
news that a Savior has come 
to deliver them from a life of 
destruction and bondage.

When they find it isn’t there 
for them in a present, a tree, 
a drink, a party, a fix- de¬ 
spair sets in, hopelessness 
ceases them like a ball and 
chain and they are drug 
away to the gallows of 
death. In many cases this sad 
story of misery can be 
changed by doing one sim¬ 
ple thing. 

The men that heard the 
good news of the messenger 
believed what was said. 
Then they went to see and 
when they had seen they 
began to tell the story to oth¬ 
ers. 

We have been sent messen¬ 
gers to tell us. The preach¬ 
ers, the Sunday school 
teachers, and the youth a 
leader, the list goes on. We 
who are saved and in church 
on a regular basis are not 
short on those sent to tell us 
the good news. But these 
people cannot get to every¬ 
one everywhere, but to¬ 
gether we can. 

What can we do? First be¬ 
lieve! If you and I really be¬ 
lieve that Jesus Christ is our 
personal Savior and the only 
Savior of the world then He 
is worth telling about. 

Second, go and see for our¬ 
selves! When Thomas had 
heard, just as the shepherds, 
he was determined to see. 


God’s Word is rich with rev¬ 
elation of Christ that will fill 
you and I with such over¬ 
flowing life, that we just 
have to tell someone about 
it. 

Third, make it your life’s 
mandate! If we don’t pur¬ 
pose in our hearts and build 
our lives around it, the mes¬ 
sage will grow dim and the 
desire will fade and those we 
could reach with this good 
news will not hear. 

Next 
time you see or hear an am¬ 
bulance, pray, it may be one 
on the way to the gallows.

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Kentucky is sumumtod on all sides by invasive insect 
species lhat produce tremendous costs to producers 
from losl production and the cost of scouting and 
contra! measures. Determining not if but when, these 
insect species arrive in KY is critical for modifying 
existing scouting and control recommendations to 
limit economic losses for KY producer?. UK College 
of Ag Professors in Entomology; Dr. Rick Bessin and 
Dr. Done Johnson worked with 12 county agents in 
14 counties, including Carlisle. The counties were 
selected tor Iheir location based on current known 
insect migration pathways and their locations near 
bordering slates where the insects were already 
known Eft he damaging. Ibc procedure consisted of 4 
weeks of w eekly sampling at 3 locations in, cads 
county. Insects were collected and sent to UK for 
identification. The western com rootworm, a major 
economic pest in IL and IN, was one of the insects 
targeted as were 2 slink bug species - the brown 
marmorated stink bug, a known pest in 1L, IN,. WV, 
VA. and TN, and the rdbandd stink bug, a known 
pest in \ \ and MO. Fortunately fur K V pruducers, 
none of these insect* were louinl ill the [* yrar of ihc 
study. However the study will be continued lor 2 
more seasons. All agents that participated gained a 
better understanding i>t field scouting for insect 
control recommendations, jmd ihe eomple.vities of 
insert mcnement and invasion shat can change Lhe 
dynamics of insect control in an area,

Sen. Ken Winters Previews 2012 Legislative Session 



Senator Ken Winters speaks 

FRANKFORT - As most of 
you are aware, the 2012 Ses¬ 
sion of the Kentucky General 
Assembly will gavel in at 12 
noon January 3, 2012. Being 
an even numbered year, this is 
considered a long session be¬ 
cause legislators will be de¬ 
veloping the two-year budget 


with Rep. Rollins before the 2012 Legislative Session begins 


for the state. 

Much has been made of the 
fiscal challenges that lay 
ahead for your legislators. 
Our tight budget situation has 
not been overstated, and only 
through prudent and practical 
measures will we be able to 
craft a responsible bi-annual 


budget. The fact that we are 
facing a projected $500 mil¬ 
lion shortfall over the bien¬ 
nium speaks volumes to the 
problem we are faced with re¬ 
solving. And this sum does 
not include a $200 million re¬ 
quest for Medicaid, $120 mil¬ 
lion for SEEK school 


funding, as well as requests 
for corrections, health insur¬ 
ance for state employees, and 
our public pension system. 

Our public employee pen¬ 
sion system has at least a $25 
billion unfunded liability. The 
Senate has offered multiple 
plans in the past to move fu¬ 


ture state employees to a 
401k-style plan (this proposal 
would not include teachers or 
current employees) com¬ 
monly found in the private 
sector. This would be a re¬ 
sponsible solution because it 
would not only protect cur¬ 
rent employees but protect 
tax-payers as well. Because 
of what is called the “invio¬ 
lable contract,” under the cur¬ 
rent plan, public dollars will 
be tagged first to the pension 
system and then to other areas 
of state government such as 
education, infrastructure, so¬ 
cial services, and corrections. 
As you can see, the unfunded 
liability, if left unaddressed, 
will put an incredible strain 
on public services. 

In addition to the budget, the 
“Road Plan” for the next two 
years will understandably oc¬ 
cupy a considerable amount 
of time this winter for my col¬ 
leagues and me. Our new 
Medicaid Managed Care Plan 
is off to a predictably rocky 
start and is sure to demand 
precious hours out of the leg¬ 
islative calendar.

Conditions 


Louisville, KY (December 
27, 2011) - With regional 
weather reports indicating 
that falling temperatures will 
bring bands of snow and 
freezing rain across the state 
today, Kentucky Farm Bureau 
(KFB) Insurance Companies 
urges all drivers to exercise 
extreme caution on the road¬ 
ways. Slushy accumulations 
will make roadways difficult 
to navigate, reduce tire trac¬ 
tion, increase required brak¬ 
ing distances and, at times, 
may limit driver visibility. 
Motorists must take extra 
caution when headed out 
under these conditions. 

“Everyone hopes they won’t 
be the person sliding off the 
road or crashing into another 
vehicle when a snowstorm 
hits, but ice and snow on the 
streets can be just as haz¬ 
ardous to an experienced 


driver as they are to an inex¬ 
perienced one,” said KFB In¬ 
surance Vice President of 
Claims, Greg Youngblood. 
“Staying off the roads until 
the conditions are clear and 
dry is really the best way to 
avoid being in a wintertime 
collision.” 

While not everyone is able 
to completely avoid driving 
whenever it snows, all drivers 
can make a few advance 
preparations to help increase 
the chances for a safe journey. 
Vehicle upkeep and modified 
driving behaviors are essen¬ 
tial in the winter as road and 
vehicle conditions are often 
quite different during this sea¬ 
son than at other times of the 
year. 

In addition to scheduling the 
regular maintenance that 
keeps a vehicle running at the 
highest level year-round, 


KFB advises all drivers to 
make extra preparations for 
cold-weather driving or com¬ 
muting during snowfall. Ken¬ 
tucky drivers can optimize 
their vehicle’s performance 
for snow, ice and freezing 
temperatures by checking: 

Tire treads - Special 
treads on snow tires provide 
optimal grip on icy roads, but 
at a minimum regular tires 
should be inspected to insure 
that an appropriate amount of 
tread is available on each 
wheel. 

Air pressure - Measure the 
air pressure of each tire to 
make sure it is filled to the 
manufacturer’s suggested PSI 
(pounds per square inch). The 
PSI is listed in the owner’s 
manual as well as on a label 
found on the inside of the dri¬ 
ver’s door. 

Fluid levels - The salt and

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sand on the road that comes 
with winter weather removal 
often ends up on windshields, 
making it is essential to have 
a full tank of no-freeze 
washer fluid. Additional 
checks on the engine’s 
coolant system should also be 
made to spot leaks and make 
sure enough coolant is in the 
reservoir to withstand the 
colder winter temperatures. 

Windshield wipers - Vision 
on the roadways is imperative 
but not always possible if a 
vehicle’s windshield wipers 
are worn. Replace wipers be¬ 
fore the snow and ice hits. 

Battery - It takes more 
power to start a vehicle in 
cold weather than in warmer 
conditions, and battery power 
drops as temperatures get 
colder. Have a mechanic 
check the charge on the vehi¬ 
cle’s battery and keep jumper 
cables handy for those extra 
cold mornings. 

Gas tank - Fuel line freeze 
up is a wintertime headache 
in many driveways. Keep a 
vehicle’s tank at least two- 
thirds full during the winter to 
help keep air and condensa¬ 
tion from freezing and pre¬ 
venting gas flow to the 
engine. 

Headlights, mirrors and 
windows - Drivers should al¬ 


ways remove ice and snow 
from all mirrors, windows 
and head and tail lights before 
pulling onto the road. The im¬ 
portance of being able to see 
and be seen on the road can¬ 
not be overemphasized. 
NEVER pour water on win¬ 
dows as this may cause the 
glass to shatter. 

Of course, vehicle prepara¬ 
tion is only part of the journey 
in winter conditions. Mo¬ 
torists must also make adjust¬ 
ments to their own driving 
habits and be keenly aware of 
the conditions and traffic 
around them. If driving is 
necessary, motorists can help 
prevent crashes on snowy or 
icy roads if they: 

Check road conditions - De¬ 
pending on the severity of the 
storm, some roads may be 
closed, blocked or extremely 
backed up. Plan the best route 
to travel before leaving home. 

Allow extra travel time - 
When wintry weather covers 
Kentucky roads, everyone’s 
commute time slows down. 
Drivers should take the time 
to completely uncover their 
vehicle, leave early whenever 
possible and allow plenty of 
time to arrive at their destina¬ 
tion. 

Accelerate and decelerate 
slowly - Vehicles can better 


grip the road and avoid slip¬ 
ping if both the gas pedal and 
brake are applied slowly. A 
vehicle will not get moving - 
or slow down - quickly in the 
snow and ice. 

Leave more space between 
vehicles - Coming to a com¬ 
plete stop in the snow may re¬ 
quire up to four times as 
much room as it would in dry 
conditions. Avoid crashes by 
allowing more space on the 
road. 

Practice driving in the snow 
- When it does snow, locate 
an empty section of a parking 
lot and become familiarized 
with the way vehicles handle 
in the snow. This is especially 
helpful for inexperienced 
drivers learning how to drive 
in wintry conditions for the 
first time. 

Above all, KFB Insurance 
Companies wants drivers to 
protect themselves and their 
passengers. 

“We want everyone to stay 
safe as the snow and ice re¬ 
turn to the region,” said 
Youngblood. “Patience is the 
key to safely navigating win¬ 
try roads, but every bit of 
preparation and awareness a 
driver can add to the journey 
definitely helps.”

Our View: Painkiller will 
only bring more pain

As we reported Wednesday, 
a new drug could be hitting 
the market in 2013, and that 
spells trouble for Eastern 
Kentucky. 

The drug, Zohydro, is a pure 
form of hydrocodone that has 
been described as being “10 
times more powerful” than 
Vicodin. The drug is being 
formulated as a time-release 
medication, presumably in an 
effort to prevent it from being 
abused. Critics, however, 
point out that other time-re¬ 
lease formulations in drugs 
such as Oxycontin have 
proven completely ineffective 
in stopping abuse, because 
addicts can simply crush the 
pills to get an intense and im¬ 
mediate high. 

While the company behind 
the drug, Zogenix, bills it as 
an alternative for patients 
who cannot tolerate other 
painkillers, like Vicodin, 
Lortab or Lorcet, which are 
mixed with aspirin or aceta¬ 
minophen, it is clear from 
anyone who has witnessed 
the drug crisis in Eastern 
Kentucky that it will most 
likely result in even more 
crime, suffering and death. 

That’s not just our opinion; 
it’s one that is held by nearly 
everyone who has been on the 
front lines of the prescription 


drug abuse epidemic in our 
region. 

Floyd County Coroner Greg 
Nelson, who has had a front- 
row seat to the devastation 
drugs like hydrocodone and 
oxycodone can cause, says he 
fears the new drug will only 
make matters worse. 

Former Special Assistant At¬ 
torney General and UNITE 
prosecutor David Jorjani is 
even more succinct in de¬ 
scribing the trouble he sees 
on the horizon. 

“When talking to the local 
medical community, no one is 
clamoring for a new high-po¬ 
tency narcotic,” Jorjani told 
us Wednesday. “It is a moral 
crime for the FDA to allow 
companies to manufacture 
‘time-released’ narcotics that 
they know can be circum¬ 
vented.” 

All of this has us wondering 
why the drug is being devel¬ 
oped, when the medical com¬ 
munity doesn’t want or need 
it, and when law enforcement 
expresses strong reservations 
about its potential for abuse. 

The pharmaceutical compa¬ 
nies developing Zohydro and 
other copycat drugs clearly 
must know that their products 
will kill people. They see it 
happening every single day. 
And they have been warned 
that the problem is growing 
worse. 

In November, a report from 
the Centers for Disease Con¬ 
trol and Prevention found 


that, in 2008, prescription 
painkiller overdoses killed 
over 40 people every single 
day in the United States — an 
increase of 400 percent over 
the past decade. 

Meanwhile, the pharmaceu¬ 
tical companies raked in bil¬ 
lions in profits, and financial 
speculators are taking note. 
Since stories about concerns 
over Zohydro first began ap¬ 
pearing over the weekend, 
Zogenix’s stock has skyrock¬ 
eted nearly 70 percent. 

And yet, Zohydro appears 
assured of steamrolling 
through to regulatory ap¬ 
proval. 

To put it bluntly, this is hor¬ 
rifying. Clearly, the U.S. 
health system is broken be¬ 
yond repair, when pharma¬ 
ceutical companies and 
shareholders stand to make 
out like bandits from a prod¬ 
uct that will most assuredly 
kill thousands. 

We certainly hope the Food 
and Drug Administration, 
which has so far given the 
green light to Zohydro, will 
take note of the concerns 
being raised about the prod¬ 
uct. And we hope that Gov. 
Steve Beshear, Attorney Gen¬ 
eral Jack Conway and legisla¬ 
tive leaders do what they can 
between now and when the 
drug hits the market to mini¬ 
mize the certain harm it will 
cause.
